COMING LEAGUE SESSION 


Meeting to Ratify Locarno Pacts 
Likely to Find Grave Obstacles; 


F rance Tries Entente Coup

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The meeting of the League of 
| Nations next week in Geneva was intended to crystallize a 
/new era in European and world politics. As mapped out at 
the Locarno conference the role of League Council and As- 
sembly lay along these lines: They were to receive Germany 
into the League and make her a permanent member of the 
Council, thus making her no longer an enemy but an equal 
/comrade in good standing among the nations. After that they 
_ were to co-operate with her in solving all outstanding disputes 
on a friendly basis and establishing a sort of United States of 
Europe which would substitute peaceful methods for the war- 
like ways which had kept this continent in turmoil as far 
back as memory and tradition run. Then the world in general | 
was to find ways to adjust differences without strife. 


I am not exaggerating. 
were the ideas put forth after Lo- 
ecarno, especially when Austen 
Chamberlain, the British Foreign 
Minister, was given a title and vast 
praise upon his triumphant return 
from his labors in Switzerland in 
October. Everyone was invited to 
believe spirit of Locarnso’— 
if not the treaties—marked the 
beginning of a reign of harmony 
in Europe. 

But as the League meeting ap- 
proaches there are plain indica- 
tions that this body is not going 
to have a chance to deal with any- 
thing particularly new. Its time 
and efforts are to be taken up with 
old riveiries. European diplomacy 
has pot changed. The policies on 
which old quarrels were based 
have not changed. 


SOME DISTURBING FACTORS 
One who puts aside hopes ané 


of the situation will find these dis- 
turbing factors: 

(1.) German statesmen have an- 
nounced that when Germany en- 
ters the League she will raise— 
among others—the questions of 
evacuation of the Rhine, her war 
guilt, the return of her colonies, 
the treatment of German minori- 
ties, the rectification of her east- 
ern’ frontiers, union with Austria, 
and her right to equality of arma- 
ment with other nations. In other 
words, instead of promoting har- 
mony she will start -trouble by 
challenging some of the most itm- 
portant points in the Paris treaties. 
In consequence, France, Italy and 
the smaller states surrounding 
Germarty feel it necessary to take 
measures to make certain she

Sutton soon set up four arsenals. 
which began to turn out trench 
mortars and other munitions by 
the thousands. Then Sutton set to 
work to train Chang’s men. In a 
comparatively short space of time, 
Chang hed a well-equipped, discl- 
plimed army—a position that he 
admits he owes to the one-armed, 
smiling foreigner. 

As a result, Sutton was made a 
general in Chang’s army and was 
given honors and a_ position in 
Mukden such as no white man had 
ever had. The Englishman is one 
of the most popular figures among 
the small foreign communtty of 
Mukden, where, despite his one 
arm, he holds championship hon- 
ors in several branches of sport.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.— 
Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars have been paid by golf 
clubs to the government im- 
properly and unnecessarily, 
James Francis Burke, general 


‘counsel fer the United States 
Golf Association, said today. 


Clubs have gone along on 
the assumption that greens 
fees were in the same class as 
dues and admission feces to 
places of amusement and that 
these were to be included in 
tax returns, Burke said. 

Green fees are stated 
amounts, varying from $1 on 
the smaller courses to $5 on 
the better layouts, paid by a 
nonmember for the privilege 
of playing a round of golf. 
They also are collected from 
members of the country club 


who do not pay annually for 
use of the course, 

The tax bill just signed by 
the President makes no alter- 
ation in the law. but Burke 
said that it will be unneces- 
sary for clubs to include such 
fees in their tax returns this 
year as the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the United States 
District Court of Massachu- 
setts have ruled that they are 
not taxable.

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GIANT TURTLES INFEST LAKES

WINNIPEG (Man.) Feb. 27.—Thousands of carniverous, 
giant snapping turtles, averaging two feet in diameter, abound 
in the lake country between Fort William and Winnipeg, accord- 
ing to Joseph Spoon, full-biooded Indian trapper, who has come 
from the Kashabowle country_with his first rich haul of fur 
this winter. This is sotnething new in the natural history of this 
country, but Spoon says he should know because he lost hun- 
dreds of dollars through them, Beavers trapped under the ice 
are enten piecemeal, he declares, and turtles are increasing in 
numbers.

‘There are a great num- 
ber of Russians here, and it isa

‘immediate attention. 

“We cannot deport a Russian to 
Russia. We have had cases where 
we have had to detain men on 
steamers for a long time. We would 
not let them land, and no other 
country would take them. As a 
result, they have simply been sail-

Myers Gives Statement for 
Half-Year on Income and 
Expenditures 

In a report submitted to the 
Mayor yesterday by City Control- 
ler Myers covering the last six 
months of the calendar year, 1925, 
it was brought out that the in- 
come of the city for that period 
was $18,076,815.73, and the expen- 
ditures of the budgetary depart- 
ments $9,925,857. 

Of the sum collected by the city 
$14,601,667.38 represented tax col- 
lections; licenses, fines and permits 
brought tn $2,281,020.71; interest 
earned, $577,696.14; Fents, $109,- 
671.69, and franchises, $38,840.06. 


The disbursements noted by Con- 
troller Myers do not include vari- 
ous departments of the city which 
make up their own budgete and 
whose expenses are not under the 
reguiation of the Council.

World’s Oldest 
Drug Collection 
F ound in Japan

TOKIO, Feb. 27.—What is prob- 
ably the oldest collection of drugs 
and medical substances in the 
world is to be found in the impe- 
rial treasure house at Nara, Ja- 
pan, once the, capital and still the 
center of the religious art of the 
country, The collection consists of 
sixty kinds of drugs, contained. in 
twenty-one lacquered chests, which 
were deposited in the treasure 
house on June 21, 756 A. D., ao- 
cording to the carefully preserved 
records. 

Some half a century later Ja- 
pan’s first official pharmacopoeia 
was written, and a copy was placed 


with the drug collection, upon 
which it was largely based, 

The imperial treasure house wae 
established by the Empress Ko- 
ken, in memory of her husband, 
Emperor Shomu, getting together 
various collections of art obj 


tools, utensils and such for dedi- 
cation to Buddha. 
The druga were ! ly from 


Korea, whence came much of the 
early Japanese learning. Korean 
physicians were in the trains of 
the early emperors and court no- 
bien. Even today certain Korean 
nostrums are sold widely in Ja- 
pan.

DUBLIN, Feb. 27.——-While the 
brewing of stout or brown beer is 
the one industry which is univer- 
sally successful in Ireland, whisky 
is always referred to 4s the na- 
tional beverage. Whisky, however, 
is no longer the popular drink 
that it was thirty or forty years 
ago. For one reason, whisky is 
too costly. It has become @ lux- 
ury which only the wealthy can 
afford. This ts due to the exces- 
sively heavy taxation imposed up- 
on it; and in consequence, it would 
seem that both the drinking and 


distilling of whisky are on the 
point of coming to an end. 

If this result were due to a wave 
of temperance, prohibitionists 
might be.glad; but it is not so-—at 
least to any great extent. Drink 
in various forms is still consumed 
in large quantities, but it is gen- 
erally admitted that there is less 
drunkenness than formerly. The 
consumption of beer and rter is 
larger, notwithstanding the fact 
that these drinks are also more 


only black spot is the increased 
consumption of illicit whisky, 
called poteen, which, owing to the 
fact‘that it pays no duty, can be 
sold very cheaply. Ite effects on 
the consumer are maddening, and, 
in many cases, deadly, because it 
is spirit in a “new” estate and with- 
out the softening influence of age. 


MAKING ILLEGAL 


Poteen making is, of course, {I- 
legal, and if the manufacturer is 
discovered he is liable to heavy 
fines and even imprisonment. The 
high profits which it yields, how- 
ever, are sufficiently tempting and 
in many remote districts people 
are willing to run the risk. The 
rural police, or civic guards, have 
Special instructions to pursue the 
lawbreakers, and while they have 
had some success, the traffic is still 


The parious condition of the le- 
eae whisky distilling industry 
@s attracted much attention of 
late, and the hope is entertained 
that in h‘'s coming budget the 
Minister of Finance may be in- 
duced to remit at leAst a portion 
of the tax which is unquestionably 
killing the trade, and thereby 
throwing many people out of em- 
ployment as wei] as taking away 
from the farmer's a profitable mar- 
ket for their grain. The figures 
relating to the tax on whisky are 
indeed astounding, and the sur- 
prise is that the article has been 
able to bear it eo long. 

It should be noted, incidentally, 
that the taxes are not the imposi- 
tion of the new Free State govern- 
ment, Dut are @ heritage from the 
Briti*h regime. From 1900 to 
1909 the tax on whisky was eley- 
en shillings r proof zallon. 
1909 it was increased to fourteen 
shillings; in 1918 to thirty shill- 
ings; in 1919 to fifty shillings, and 
in 1920 to seventy-two shillings 
and sim pence, at which it re- 
mains. Thies virtually an in- 
orease of seven times the duty of 
twenty-six years ago, while the re- 
tail price has increased by nine 
or ten times. 


DISTILLERIES HARD HIT 
The artument of those who ap- 
peal for a reduction is that the tax 
was originally imposed by a Brit- 
ish government tn order to pun- 
ish a trade which was mainly 
Irish, while the tax on -beer, which 
le the English national drink, was 
kept within much more reasonable 
exceeds the taxable capacity of 
whisky, as is shown by the ‘fact 
that last year ita yield to the 
treasury was more than {500.000 
lower then in the previous year.

Our government is founded on self-rep- 
resentation, on the rule of the majority. 
When it is the opinion of the majority that 
the evils of overconsumption of intoxicating 
liquors can be best combatted by national 
prohibition, it is just and proper that such 
opinion should be codified into a national 
law. That is the condition at the present 
time. Two-thirds of the membership of 
both Houses of Congress, and the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the States would 
not have supported the Eighteenth Amend 
ment if & had not been the expression of 
the public will. 

As for enforcement: that challenge has 
been accepted by the majority of the peo 
ple of the nation. The idle rich are not 
the people who are making or breaking 


of the fact that they care nothing for our 
laws or our morals and think theyare in 
the mighty position where they can flout 
anything and everything that doesn’t enable 
them to gratify their illicit appetites either 
in the direction of drinking forbidden booze 
or in other forbidden directions.

AILROAD PROFTTS 
Food for reflection is afforded by the 
recent report of the Bureau of Railroad 
Economics, maintained at Washington by 
the railroad corporations. Only a few 
months ago a number of the carriers ap 
pealed to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for an increase in freight rates. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul re 
ceivers complained that their system was 
earning only 3.33 per cent on several lines, 
while earned only 2.48 per cent. 
The St. Paul asked that the so-called Pot- 
ter plan be adopted with respect to the 
western carriers. This would have given 
the roads as a group an all-round advance 
of 5 per cent in rates and would have re 
sulted in the net earnings of all the com- 
panies being placed in a common fund and 
then allotteli to the several members in 
a ratio determined by the extent to which 
each carrier earned or failed to earn the 
official “fair return” of 5% per cent ap- 
proved by the Interstate Board. 

The Federal administration did not see 
fit to grant the request of the St. Paul 
for the adoption of the Potter plan, though 
it was representative of the wishes of oth- 
er western carriers, each of whom would 
have benefited by it save in respect to a 
few of their lines which were earning more 
than the amount represented by the pro- 
posed rate advance. 

The wisdom of this denial by the admin- 
istration is seen in the report of the Bu- 
reau of Railroad Economics, as the class 
1 carriers during the year 1925 earned on 
their property investment as computed by 
them, doubtless with the most libera) de- 
ductions, a return of 4.83 per cent. The

Consolidation as a fixed policy, if made 
compulsory by legislation, would act as a 
detriment in place of a benefit to the pub- 
lic service. In some communities it would 
be unfair to the public and in others it 
would not be fair to the railroads. To 
compel a line which had been established 
for twenty or thirty years, which was giv- 
ing good service and operating at a profit, 
to tle up with another line builded by 
promoters over a badly selected route 
and proving unprofitable, would be mani- 
festly unfair. And, if consolidation were 
to be pursued to a point where all the 
railroads would come under a single man- 
agement, the resuft would be as detrimen- 
tal to the public interest as government 
ownership itself. There is a marked dis- 


and permissible consolidation, and this dis- 
tinction should always be kept in view in 
proposed legislation.

With heavy heart, Jesus ap- 
prbached this time of leave-taking. 
The others scarcely caught His 
mood. His spirit was overflowing 
with tenderness. and with a con- 
asciousness of the last things, the 
most important things, that He 
wanted to say to them. Friendsh! 
meant much to the lonely pte 
upon the loyalty of this group He 
staked His plans, humanly speak- 
ing, for carrying on the Kingdom. 
Should tney fail Him, His mis- 
sion would have been in vain. 

Not only as Leader and Teach-

friend, Jesus loved these rough fel- 
lows; and His breaking heart 
yearned for their sympathy.

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OLD FRIGATE 

KEPT SEAS 
OPEN FOR 
AMERICA

HE Constitution— 
known by.the sobri- 


quet of “Old Iron- 
sides” because her hull 


seemed impervious - to the 
enemy’s cannon balls—was 


one of six frigates author- 


ized by Congress in 1794 as 
the beginning of a new 
navy,a navy imperatively 
needed to protect the rapidly 
_ growing, but much-harassed 
American merchant marine. 
The diminutive navy of the 
Revolution had disappeared 
shortly after peace was con- 
cluded with Great Britain, 
its last three vessels being 


sold. To the people of the 
republic born out of the 


throes of that struggle a 
navy was a luxury then far 
beyond their slender means. 
In a few years, however, it 
became quite evident that a 
navy of formidable caliber 
was a vital necessity, if the 
country’s merchant _ marine 


was to sail the seas unmo- 


Ship building was becoming one 
of the great industries and trad- 
ing with foreign countries one of 
the most profitable lines of busi- 
ness. Out of the prolific forestry 
of Maine and other well-timbered 
States bordering the Atlantic 
Ocean the best built and fastest 
of sailers were being wrought by 
skilled shipwrights and Yankee 
_ bottoms, manned by Yankee sea- 
mien, floating the Yankee flag were 
poking their prows into the. dis- 
tant ports of the world in con- 
stantly increasing numbers. 


Menace to America 


No such tempting prizes as 
these splendid American ships 
loaded with valuable cargoes from 
the Indies, could go long unmo- 
Jested on the high seas, if unpro 
tected. In that era, the creed of 
the old world countries, civilized 
or barbarian, appeared little dif- 
ferent from that of the bold buc 
caneer—that “he shall take who 
can, and he shall hold who may.” 
. The first onslaught on the 
American merchant marine was 
madé by the Dey of Algiers, 
who had been in the habit of coi- 
_lecting tribute on the vessels of 
European powers passing through 
the Straits of Gibraltar. The acts 
of this pirate in capturing Amert- 
can ships and holding the crews 
thereof in his vile prisons until 
his demands for outrageous ran- 
soms were met stirred the peo- 
ple of this country, but their ip 
@ignation was vain; they could do 
mothing; they had no navy. 

_ Naught but Yield 


There was naught to do but to 
yield to the Algerian extortion, 
which established a precedent oth- 
er Barbary potentates of piratical 
principles were prompt to take 
advantage of. This humiliating 


situation precipitated the deci- 


sion of Congress to commence the 
construction of a navy so that the 
American flag would cease to fly 
as the symbol of absolute helpless- 
“mess on the seas. 

Built to Fight or Run 

The Constitution was one of 
‘three sister frigates the other 
two being the President and the 
United States. It was designed by 
_ Joshua Humphries of Philadel- 
phia, along lines that had been 
just recently adopted in the con- 
struction of the fastest French 
frigates and was built to fight or 
fun, as exigency might require. 
Live oak, cedar and yellow pine 
from trees selected while in the 
forest were used, the timbers be- 
ing exceptionally heavy. 

_ The length at the water-line 
was 175 feet and the truck of the 
Mainmast was over 200 feet from 
that line. Provision was made for 
. @arrying an unusual quantity of 
sail and this with fine, yacht-like 
lines of the hull under water as- 
sured speediness equal, at least, 
to any other frigate afloat. The 
gun deck was exceptionally hich 
out of the water, which gave the 
Ship considerable advantage over 


the usual double-deck frigates of 
Other navies in rough weather, 


gun-ports of the lower deck had 
to be closed. 


It was known as a 44-gun frig- 


ate, but the original armament 
consisted of thirty-six guns, thirty 
long 24-pounders on the gun deck 
and six 26-pounders on the spar 
deck. In due time the frigate’s 
armament found increase in ex 
cess of fifty guns. 

The copper bolts which bound 
the timbers together and the 
sheathing were made by Paul Re- 
vere, he of the immortal ride. 

No expense was spared to make 
it the most efficient fighting ship 
of its size in the world and when 


. completed it measured up to the 


hopes of the high naval officers 
who had watched it from the lay- 


ing of the keel to the setting of 
The con- 
struction was in the ship yard of

Launching Failures 
Though authorized in 1794, the 
Constitution was not launched 
successfully until October 21, 
1797, the two prior attempts at 
launching having failed. The fol- 


lowing year, the ship was placed

When the Constitution went in- 
to commission war was raging be- 
tween England and France in 
which conflict this country was 
endeavoring to preserve strict 
neutrality. While this war raged 
the merchant marine of the con- 


tending countries languished, but 


ours augmented rapidly. Soon, 
our merchant vessels became the 
prey of French privateers, under 
the pretence that we were actual- 
ty aiding England, although os 
tensibly neufral. In the cleaning 
up of these harpies of the sea the 
Constitution did most efficient 
worr. 
Battle of Tripoli 

After our incipient navy had 
brought peace with France, a 
state of war having existed for 
hearly three years with that coun- 
try, although no actual declara- 
tion of war had been made, atten- 
tion was turned to the Barbary 


for always in such weather the ocorsairs. The United States hav-

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ing refused to continue the shame- 
ful tribute-paying convention en- 
tered into with those robbers 
when we had not even the mite of 
a navy, they resumed their dep- 
redations. A squadron of Amerl- 
can warships was dispatched to 
the coast of Tripoli, with the Con- 
stitution as flagship, under the 
command of Capt. Edward Preble. 
The battle in the harbor of Tripoli 
was one of the most spectacular 


and thrilling in naval annals and | 


in that battle the, Constitution 
bore the brunt of the enemy’s fire 
from both shore batteries and war 
craft and did thea major portion 
of the offensive fighting. 

At all times “Old Ironsides” 
was exposed to sweeping fire and 
often close to the rocks, ground- 
ing upon which meant trreparable 


disaster, but so impervious was 


her hull to shot and so responsive 
was she to the helm that she was 
able to outmaneuver and outfight 
the vicious enemy and in a few 
hours had silenced the shore guns 
and swept to destruction the Tri- 
politan fleet. Thereafter, the 
American flag sailed through the 
Straits of Gibraltar unmolested. 
Peace without price was forced 
on four of the Barbary States 
and 115 Americans long impris- 
oned were released. 
Winning a Pivotal War 

But the unforgetable, the incal- 
culable service of the Constitution 
was rendered in the war of 1812 
with Great Britain, the war that 
came as a long-deferred culmina- 
tion of England’s insistence on 
her policy of impressing Amert- 
can seamen, both native and natur- 
alized, in her navy. Always the 
excuse was that the men seized 
were subjects of Great Britain 
who had deserted from the latter’s 
merchant or naval craft. . 

That some were legally subjects 
of England was doubtless true, 
but abundant evidence existed to 
the effect that the majority of 
men taken from American mer- 
chant vessels, and warships, were 
citizens of this country either by 
nativity or naturalization. 

The latter, however, England 
did not recognize. 
of expatriation had not yet been 
accepted by the English; - “Once 
an Englishman, always an En- 
glishman” was their slogan. From 
the close of the Revolution to the 
date of the declaration of war in 
1812, it is estimated 20,000 men 
were taken ruthlessly from Amert- 
can ships. 

The situation grew Intolerable. 
Diplomatic protests availed noth- 
ing. War was the only alterna- 
tive. The united colonies had 
won the revolution, but they had 
yet with the new union to confirm 
their right to that victory by 


The doctrine 


standing the test of sovereign- 


ity. If the infant republic failed 
in this test it would crumble and 
the revolution would have been 
in vain. England would have re- 
covered piecemeal what she had 
lost en masse. Hence the war of 
1812 was a pivotal conflict. Win- 
ning the war meant that this 
country could compel respect; los- 
ing it meant an invitation to sub- 


jugation, in which event its his-— 


tory of the succeeding years 
would not have been written. We 
were earning the contempt of the 
world and the foreign trade which 
American enterprise and ingenu- 
ity had built up was threatened 
with extinction, for the manning 


of our mérchant ships became in- 
creasingly difficult. 


War Is Declared 


War was declared with much re- 
luctance. The republic was poor, 
its parts not yet well welded to- 


gether, its military force of little 
worth, its Navy infinitesimal com- 
pared to that of Great Britain; 
furthermore, it was not united as 
to the war move, the New England 
States being generally opposed to 
it and the rumble of secession be- 
ing heard in several of them. But 
negotiations, protests, embargoes, 
all had failed of relief—there was 
no recourse but arms. . 


So fearful was the government 
of the outcome with a mammoth 
power like Great Britain that it 
proposed to lock up our miniature 


navy in the most easily defended 
harbors, and thus prevent the 


half dozen frigates, which by that 


time we had accumulated, falling 
into the enemy’s hands. But this 
expedient was forestalled,’ for 
within a few hours of the declara- 
tion of war, the gallant command- 
ers of those frigates had turned 
the bows of their ships ocean- 
ward, had put out to find and fight 
the foe. 3 

And the foe was one that might 
well be dreaded under the condi- 
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tions of disparity existing 
tween the two countries in regard 
to military and naval] strength. 
The republic had twenty-one war 
ships, only fourteen of which were 
in commission, and of these only 
the frigates were really formida- 
ble. England’s Navy embraced 
236 ships of-the-line and 659 frig- 
ates and smaller cruisers. In ad- 


. ition, England had about 1000 


vessels of the raider type capable 
of preying on merchant craft, 
against about a score of similar 
type at our disposal. Of course, 
much of England’s war craft was 
engaged in various parts of the 
world, but what she had available 


for action on our coast was over- 


whelming in proportion ‘to our 


Raval resources. At the begin- 


ning of the war, according to the 
London Times of December 28, 
1812, England “had Halifax to the 
West Indies, seven times the ar

Disasters at First 
Disaster traveled with the 
American military forces from the

Every American ship engaged 
in fhat valiant and valuable work, 
but to the Constitution must be 
awarded the credit of the achieve- 
ments that were most telling, both 
physically and psychologically. 
That “pine box” and “preposter- 
ously overweighted craft’ as she 
was sneeringly referred to by the 
British before the conflict, cap- 
tured three frigates end other 
British war craft. Her contests 
with the Guerriere, Java, Pictou, 
Cyane and Levant will ever rank 
high in naval history for their ac- 
tual physical consequences. to the 
enemy, but even of more impor- 
tance were her successes psycho- 
logically, both at, home and 
abroad, especially her victory 
over the Guerriere. . 

The latter was one of the most 
formidable vessels engaged in the 
war and that the Constitution 
should prevail over her astounded 
both Americans and British.

Kobe Station in Japan

the law indirectly assesses the very 
people it is supposed to aid. Cor- 
porations today in the United 
States are owned by the public, the 
people of small means who own a 
few shares in this or that corpora- 
tion. The late Seymour Cromwell, 
former president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, estimated that 
15,000,000 in the United States are 
now stockholders tn various kinds 
of corporations. 

On the 12% per cent tax on cor- 
poration earnings, the toll exacted 
annually by i § the government 
reached.an enormous total, and 


ber of cases of cash dividend re- 
turns to stockholders. Now that 
the rate is tncreased, ft is logical 
to assume that many corporations 
that formerly managed to pay 
dividends may have to either re- 
duce payments or suspend entirely, 
provided earnings remain on the 
same level. Obviously, this will 
represent a serious hardship to the 
smnall investor who depends on 
regular dividends for part of cur- 
rent income. 

What tax payments actually 
mean to the corporation is shown 
by a few statistics from the 1923 
reports when the Federal tax was 
12% percent. As compiled by the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board, corporations in that year 
paid a total of $2,672,000,000 in 
Federal, State and tocal taxes, 
which was 2.2 per cent of gross re- 
ceipts, and 27.7 per cent of net 
income. The startling figure, how- 
ever, is the re’ation tax payments 
bore to dividend payment. 

‘In that year, Corporations paid 
$4,169,000,000 in cash dividends to 
stockholders. ,Total tax payments 
were nearly two-thirds, or 61.7 per 
cent of this amount. 

While the increase provided in 
the new law of 13 and 13 per 
cent is not large, still it will ap- 


income available for dividends. 
Even in 1923, a year of large prof- 
its for corporations, the increase 
would have amounted to a con- 
siderable figure. 

In one respect, the new law 
comes to the assistance of the cor- 
porations and, indirectly, the 
stockholders: One provision elimt- 
nates the capital-stock tax to 
which corporations have always 
been strongly opposed. And in 
another, the insurance companies 
are shown coneideration, for the 
tax on insurance earnings is kept 
at 12% per cent. This ts some- 
thing of a victory for insurance, 
although the companies have 
worked tirelessly for an outright 
reduction In their taxes, contend- 
ing that the nature‘of the business 
entitles it to more than ordinary 
vonsideration in the matter of 
taxes. 

The brood benefits in the tax 
law, and the objective to which 
the tax authorities were working. 
are found tn the substantial re- 
duction in surtaxes. The theory 
is that the lifting of the penalty 
on large incomes will divert cap- 
ital from inactive channels to 
productive fields. High surtaxes 
in the past were chiefly respon- 
sible for the popularity of tax-ex- 
empt securities, and the unwilling- 
ness of capitalists to risk money 
in new developments. 

Under the terms of the law, the 
surtax maximum Is reduced from 
40 per cent to 20 per cent. In- 
comes ranging from $10,000 to 
$600,000 and over are benefited. 

For the man of small income, 
the reductions include a ‘towering 
of the normal tax from 2, 4 and 
6 per cent to 1%. 3 and 5 per cent, 
end an increase in personal ex- 
emption from $1000 to $1600 and 
$2°00 to $3500. The maximum 
income on which the 25 per cent 
reducticn from earned income is 
applicable is increased from $10,- 
000 to $20,000.

Pig tron production showed a 
gain of 2 per cent vver December, 
but the total of dDilast furnaces in 
operation on the lst inst. was only 
224, against 234 in operation on 
January 1, a net loss of ten fur- 
naces. This may, perhaps, have 
been caused by-the high price of 
coke, which makes it more profit- 
able for. some furnaces to close 
down aru sell their coke stocks 
than to use it In producing tron. 

Automobile output in January 
totaled 333,727 units, an increase 
of 44 per cent over the first month 
of last year, and constituting the 
largest January production record- 
ed by the industry. 

The two leading mail order 
houses reported a gain in sales of 
9 per cent over January last year, 
and the chain stores showed an in- 
crease of 12.7 per cent for the 
same period.

The first demand for enlarged 


shipping facilities was met some 
time ago by the Shipping Board 
threugh the addition of three ves- 
sels to the American Far East 
Line. Then the sailing dates of the 
ships were advanced from once 
every twenty days to twice a 
month. Orders piled up with such 
rapidity, however, that with this 
improved service, 176,000 cases of 
kerosene and 1000 tona of addi- 
tional freight were unable to find 
cargo space in February, the re- 
finers declare. 

The volume of buying orders 
now pouring In may be gauged 
from statistics furnished by the 
research department of the Gil- 
more Oi] Company, which show 
that last year at this time, ships 
bound for orienta] ports carried 
on an average of 20,000 cases of 
kerosene each. Now they are 
loaded with fror 100,000 to 125,- 
000 cases, the Mmit cargo, on eaci 
cutbound voyage.

From very early time men have 
worn foot-covering to protect their 
feet from rough ways or hot sands 
over which they traveled in search 
of food and clothing, 

The sandal, roughly made of 
hide, wood or plaited grass, held 
to the foot by narrow strips of hide 
or twisted grass brought betwee 
the toes and tied ‘round the ankle 
ie the earliest type of shoes we 
have. Its development and orna- 


-~ mentation by the Greeks and Ro- 


mans is interesting; tney also wore 
high boots for hunting and traveli- 
ing, and in early history, we learn 
that the color and type of foot- 
covering was often a mark of rank. 

e Indian mceccasins of leather, 


namented with rosettes and 


trimmed with bead work or 
gayly dyed, were the earliest of the 
American shoes. Many peoples 
still wear the sandal type: orientalis 
prefer the fet sole sandal which is 
just worn indoors.

dustries in relation to Southern California, in that its wool is 
available for future textile development on the Pacific Coast, 
and its mutton near at hand to feed Southern California's 


future population. 

~ The raising of sheep and the use 
of wool go back so far in antiq- 
tiity that sheep figure in the old- 
est records of mankind. Sheep 
have been pioneers with man in the 
development of almost all parts 


of the earth. Just as the first 
sheep arrived in Jamestown in 1609. 
the first sheep arrived in Arizona 
im 1852, though the industry did 
mot begin to grow to any extent 
until after the settlement of the 
Indian troubles of the seventies. 
ng to the character of the coun- 
, sheep raising may be expected 
to always be an important Arizona 
industry, a point of interest when 
we consider that the reverse has 
been true in the Eastern States. 
Arizona ranks as the thirteenth 
Stete in the production of wool. 
According to the Department of 
Agriculture. there are 1,000,000 
sheep on Arizona ranges, and the 
State produces about 6,000,000 
pounds of wool per year. These 
figures do not give a satrictly true 
conception of the industry, how- 
ever, as they include Navajo sheep, 


’ @f which there are large numbers 


en the Indian reservations in the 
part of the State. 
WOoL OUTPUT 

These sheep are of course of a 
strain greatly inferior to the white 
owned sheep; as may be seen when 

is stated that although Navajo 

eep constitute about 40 per cent 
of the total number in the State. 
they produce only about one-sixth 
of the wool. The white-owned 
sheep averege well over eight 
pounds of wool each, but the in- 
clusion of Navajo sheep in official 
figures brings the State's average 
down to about six pounds. 

The production of wool, which 
at present is shipped East entire- 
‘ly, to Boston and New FPngland 
points, brings into Arizona close to 
$3,000,000 a year. That its 
one phase of the industry. how- 
ever. Arizona also ships between 
306,000 and 400,000 lambs a year, 
and this brings in, based on pres- 
ent prices, around $2,500,090 ad- 
ditional. Closely connectei with 
the industry, through the Arizora 
Weol Growers Association, which 
now functions also for the Arizona 
Mohair Growers Association, is the 
goat-raising industry. which pro- 
pounds 
of mohair a year. 


STABLE INDUSTRY . 


‘Sheep raising and Wool produc- 
tion being a fufidamental world 
industry, its position in Arizona 
must be considered in relation to 
the United States, and to cther 
countries. The annual wool pre- 
duction of the world is about 
3,000,000,000 pounds, of which 
Australia and New Zealond produce 
25 per cent and the Urited States 
about 10 per cent. This country 
ubes about one-fourth of the werid 
production, so that the wool we 
produce is for domestic markets, 
wnlike other basic commodities 
Which we export. 

Basically the industry is in a 
gocd position, the absorption of the 
large surplus acc smulated in world 
markets during war-time leaving 
an aprarent excess of demand over 
suppiy for the next few years, 
though the market level during the 
Past year has been cnly fair. Lamb 
Prices have been good, and taken 
altogether the «sheep industry is 
on a very stable foundation and 
has very largely recovered from the 
period cf deflation that followed 

war. ‘ 

This period of deflation, by the 


way. did much to cement the 
economic ties between Southern 
Crtifornia and Arizona, as the 


financial inetitutions of California 
helped tremendously in pulling Ari- 
gona’s shegp industry through the 
Herd years. They were hard years. 
teo, but I am happy to say that 
mot a dollar has been lost by any 
financial institution of California 
or Arizona through a member of 
the Arizona Wool Growers’ Asso- 

tion, which includes practically 

il sheep men of the State. 


BIG INVESTMENT 
Sheep were first introduced into 
Arizona in 1852, by Felix Aubrey. 
He was practically alone in the 
business until after the seventies, 
e census of 1870, for instance, 
owing but 1000 sheep in the 
State. In numbers the industry 
Was probably at its highest point 
during the war, since which there 
been a small decline. 
._Altogether, the industry repre- 
nts a capital investment of about 
$35,000,000. The sheep industry is 
confined practically to the north- 
ern. part of the State, Ccconino 
county renking first. The ranges 
include national forests, leased 
Btate land and private holdings, 
and since the National Forest Re- 
eerves figure largely in the scheme, 
and since the sheep men are here 
te stay. the industry does not need 


@to fear any future detriment from 
overgrazing. F 


During the winters most of the 
sheep are moved south, mainly by 
trail and to some extent by rail, for 
winter feed and lambing. About 
600,000 sheep winter in the Salt 
River Valley around Phoenix each 
year, amd others ti Southern Mo- 
have county, Pinal county, and oth- 
er sections of Maricopa county. 


RAMBOUILLET 


The sheep raised in Arizona are 
mainiy of the Rarnbouilliet strain, 
which originated in the time of 
Louls XVI of France, und have 
been bred up to an excellent stage 
of development. This applied, of 
course, only to the white-owned 
sheep, as the Navajo bands require 
much imprrovement »efore becom- 
ing effective producers, but as they 
figure only negligibly in wool and 
lamb shipments they may be dis- 
missed from attention at this time. 

The attention Arizona sheepmen 
have given their flocks has resulted 
in the production of an excellent 
grade of wool, whica is classed as 
territory wool and also given its 
State name. Ou~ wool is usually 
classed on the market ae clothing 
wool, owing to length of fiber and 
being a very fine wool, very crimpy 
and serrated, has a high felting 
quality whith brings it into con- 
siderable demand among manufac- 
turers. The Arizona clip is also 
usually the first domestic wool to 
reach the market each year, which 
is also of advantage. 


PLANT OPPORTUNITY 

I huve mentioned before the rela- 
‘tien between Southern California 
‘and the Arizona sheep industry in 
any future textile industry on the 
Pacific Coas*. Such an industry 
will certainly develop in time, and 
when it does Artzona will be an 
important factor in assuring sup- 
Plies of raw material. 

This is of great consequence, = oe 
something both States would ° 

see come about as soon as possi- 
ble, but meanwhile there is anoth- 


er possibility concernir.g wool that. 


I should like to advance for dis- 
cussion, and that relates to scour- 


ing. 

Under conditions, the 
wool produced in the Southwest is 
shipped East in the “grease,” that 
is, just about as it comes off the 
sheep's smack. All wool contains a 
considerable amount of oll, called 
the yolk, which comes from glands 
in the oufer skin of the sheep. The 
“yolk” dissolves freely in warm wa- 
ter d can be was almost en- 
t out of the woo 


FREIGHT LOSS 

Naturally, before wool can be 
used for manufact’.rcing, this 
“yolk” or grease must be removed, 
along with sand, dirt, burrs, chaff 
and any otrer foreign substances 
which may be found. The process 
for removing the grease and sand 
is called scouring, while burrs and 
ehaff have to be removed by the 
carbonizing process. The amount 
of weight lost in these operations 
is catied “shrinkage,” and umounts 
to a large percentag’, averaging 
cent for this country. . 

e thought I would like to bring 
up in connection with scouring is 
this: We ship all our wool East in 
the grease, and pay freight on it 
by weight. Yet from half to two- 
thirds of the weight of the wool 
consists of waste matter that will 
be removed before the wool ir 
used. iIn.other words, if we could 
scour the wool before it is shipped, 
we would save more than half the 
freight. It appears to me the pos- 

iribility of establishing a scouring 
tplant in’ the Southwest, not only 
for Arizona, but for the adjoining 
States which are large wool pro- 
ducers, ‘is worth constdering. 

It also seemr to me that posst- 
‘Dility‘of fattening more of our old 
ewes, and feeder lambs, here in 
the Southwest, instead of shipping 
‘them to the Middle West to be fat- 
ened for. marxet should be given 
consideration. 

At any rate, whatever future re- 
lutions between the two great 
States of the Southwest may be 
abont through the sheep 
and wool tndustrv. and TI feel they 
will be far-reaching, the sheep in- 
dustry In Arizona is here to stay,

New commercial ideas, however. 
are sweeping through all Latin 
America, exico right now is en- 
gaging in interstate trade as never 
before, and finding markets close 
to home for the great majority of 
its products. The rich agricultur- 
al areas of the west coast are find- 
ing the cities of the less-favored 
central plateau eager for thor sur- 
plus products, and Tampico, which 
used to look on the oll and gaso- 
line market of Mexico as compara- 
tively unimportant, now ig import-. 
ing high-gravity oll from California 
and Texas to refine for the Mexi- 
can gasoline market. 

These new gestures toward in- 
ternational trade may be taken as 
an indication that Latin America 
geneially is becoming more com- 
mercial. It used to be only the 
mining engineer who was abroad 
in those lands. Now the hydraulic 
engineer, looking for places where 
water power may work miracles 
and create fortunes, also is 
abroad; men seeking virgin terr!- 
tory for textile mills, sugar mills. 
cotton gins, canning factories and 
similar enterprises also are ap- 
pearing in/unexpected places. 

A soft-drink factory in Tampico 
has built up a national business 
which compares favorabiy with 
those of the big brewerier in Mexi- 
co City, Monterrey and Orizaba: a 
canning factory spe‘ializing in na- 
tive fruits has had to double its 
capacity. Even agriculture has be- 
come commercialized in a sense 
never before true in Mexico—or- 
ganized agriculture. 

Heretofore, 
wholly disorganized, 
planted with an eye to their own 
needs primarily, except in Yucatan, 
where the henequen growers co- 
operated for district production, 
and so made their state the world's 
greatest source of rope fiber. Now 
that same idea is being applied to 
cotton, sugar, winter vegetables. 

A buyer can go to this or that 
community sure of finding enough 
production in the district to make 
his trip pay. This idea, learned 
from California, is perhaps médte 
advanced.on the West Coast than 
elsewhere, but is growing through- 
out the republic. 

Old residents in Mexico are ob- 
serving these changes with grow- 
ing confidence. John I. Newell, 
the new president of the Amer- 
|ican Chamber of Commerce at 
'Tampico, who*has been in business 
in Mexico more than twenty years, 
voiced the opinion of those observ- 
ers when he said: 

“The commercial conquest of 
Mexico and Latin America wun- 
doubtly will make for both progc- 
ress and stability. After all, com- 
merce is the world’s greatest civ- 
ilizer. It always has béen com- 
merce which tamed the wilderness 
and brought peace, prosperity and 
justice into the outland. Agricul- 
t , of course, is the backbone 
of commerce, but without com- 
merce agriculture dwindles to the 
minimum. 

“The Mexican farmers used to 
produce food merely to live. Now 
they are producing it to sell, too, 
and using their money so gained to 
buy the needs of broadehing lives. 
The mining era has produced vast 
quantities of gold, but it never 
brought Mexico to its golden age. 
It will take the era of commerce 
to do that—and I believe that era 

wnhing.”

Precautions in 
Retreading Are 
Very Essential 


The success of a retreaded tire, 
according to N. Bershon of the 
Bershen Tire Company, depends 
not only on the quality of the re- 
pair materials used and the skill 
of the repair men, but also on the 
precautions taken In handling the 
work. 

“The first consideration,” said 
Mr. Bershon, “is the carcass of the 
tire to be retreaded. The mere 
casual inspection of a tire is not 
sufficient to determine whether it 
is suitable fof retreading. It is es- 
sential that the casing should be 
examined with the most minute 
care. The slightest indication of 
separation er defect should be am- 
~ cause for discarding such a 

“Buch examination can only be 
thoroughly made by the use of a 
tire @nepecting machine. After 
the carcass has been stripped down 
it is essentia] that it should not 
}only be thoroughly, cleansed, but 


that it should be protected from 
any dust and dirt - while the re- 
building is being done. Any for- 


eign substance settling on the rub- 
ber tread while the work of re- 
bullding is underway il likely to 
later cause separation or develop 
serious tire trouble. 
“Accordingly, tires should be 
repaired in a room which ts as 
pear dust free as possible. Under 
no circumstances should this part 
of the retreading be done in the 
room where the buffing machine or 
the vuleanizers are operated. 
“The ‘drikure’ method of vulca- 
nizing the retread is considered 
superior on account of the pecu- 
liar quality of the dry heat. Of 
course, the application of the cor- 
rect amount of heat In curing ts of 
the utmost importance in order 
to securé a successful retread. 
The latest vulcanizing equipment 
gives a satisfactory cure which 
will toughen the tread while re- 
taining the resilience of the rub-

Two Theories About Cancer 

Representing Opposing Schools of Thought 
BY ANNIE RILEY HALE 

«The recent visit to this country of Sir 
William Arbuthnot Lane, consulting surgeon. 
at Guy’s Hospital, London, and the promi- 
nénce given his utterances before medical 
bodies and in the press gave to many per- 
sons their first intimation that there exist 
among medical men of equal ability and 
learning two diametrically opposite theo- 
ries about the origin and nature of cancer. 
This is a bit surprising in view of the 
fact that there is nothing new in the con- 
stitutional or systemic theory advanced by 
Sir Arbuthnot, nor in the dietetic and other 
hygienic aspects of the disease emphasized 


by him. It is the more surprising that this, 


distinguished surgeon in discussing this 
view should speak of it as “a great flood of 
light recently poured upon cancer.” 

For as a matter of fact—known even to 
laymen who have given much study to the 
subject—the constitutional nature of cancer 
was taught in some form a hundred years 
ago in Arbuthnot Lane’s own country by 
such men as William Lambe, John Aber- 
nethy, Walter Hayle Walsh, Sir Astley 
Cooper and Sir James Paget. More recent 
exponents of this theory in England are 
Alexander Haig, Herbert Snow, and Dr. 
Robert Bell of Battersea Hospital. 

In the United States, the constitutional or 
blood theory of cencer has been upheld by 
such authorities as Willard Parker who held 
the chair of surgery in the Columbia Unt- 
versity Medical School for thirty years; by 
L. Duncan Bulkley, founder of the American 
Dermatological Association and founder of 
the Skin and Cancer Hospital of New York 
City; by Prof. Horace Packard of the Bos- 
ton University,. by Laureston Merriam, a 
medical big-wig of the Middle West, and by 
a seore of lesser names. 

While the constitutional view of cancer 
has always represented a minority opinion 
in the medical world, its supporters have

It seems probable, if the local 
had succeeded in causing the cancer iesions 
to stay out of sight—after they were re 
moved—ia even 50 per cent of the cases, 
that no other theory or method of treating 
cancer would ever have been heard of. 
And surely, if cancer is a local disease, then 
the local remedies should apply in at least 
half of the cases where they are tried. 


But unhappily for the local theorists, the 
radical excision so confidently prescribed is 
quickly followed in the majority of cases 
by recurrence; and it is the uniform ex- 
perience and testimony that recurrent can- 
cer is always worse than the pimary incl- 
dence. Indeed recurrence is so much the rule 
that medical students are taught to state in 
their examination papers that it is to “be 
expected in cancer; and that the most to be 


hoped for from-operation is to stave off the 
_ evil day of recurrence for one, two, three 


or five years. It is a miracle of “cancer 
cure” which remains under water for ten 
years, and there are recorded instances of 
recurrence after twenty years—so slowly 
does the cancer poison culminate in many 


W. Sampson Handley of the Middlesex 
Hospital, England, who is probably the 
world’s greatest specialist in breast cancer, 
is quoted a few years ago as saying that 48 
per cent of his cases that could be traced, 
remained free from recurrence for three 
years; and that “this is better than the best 
American records—46 per cent at Mayos 
and 44 per cent at Johns Hopkins.” — 

Dr. Handley is also quoted as saying that 
“cutting and burning are but crude, inade- 
quate weapons at best for combating can- 
cer,” and that his only excuse for using 
them was “to prevent the distressing symp- 
toms of suppuration, etc.” In this same con- 
nection he testifies that quite a few of his 
operative cases, while remaining free from 
operative cases, while remaining free from re- 
current cancer of the breast, died soon after 
from affections of the lungs and pleura, pro- 
duced by the disease, a metastasis as it is 
cefied. These statements, together with his 
observations about “lymphatic involyment 
remote from the place of primary inci- 
dence,” would seem to fasten on Dr. Handley 
a belief in the constitutional or systemic 
origin of cancer; but so far as known, he is 
still pursuing the methods of the local 
theorists. 

Dr. James Ewing, head pathologist of the 
New York Memorial Hospital, was quoted 
in the Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation a few years ago as holding very 
dubious views about the efficacy of local 
treatment for cancer, and certainly at that 
time he had no positively good word to say 
for radium, although it was rumored that 
his hospital had invested more heavily in 
it than any other hospita) in the country.

2 ap of the most neglected and at thé 
same time one of the most important 
parts of the human anatomy are the feet. 

We scrub our teeth, massage our scalp, 
manicure our finger nails, clean the body 
as a unit, but alas, little concentrated atten- 
tion, if any, is given the feet, the support- 
ing structures of the human building. 


~~ Napoleon once was quoted as saying that 


an army is as effective as the feet of its 
men, and truly it may be said that the 
physical activity and the resultant effects 
of this activity upon our station in life very 
often depend directly upon the feet. 

Few people pay attention to their feet. 
If there is pain, they soak the feet in hot. 
water, alleviate the condition temporarily, 
and merrily continue along the same lines 
which cause the trouble. The feet are not a 


very esthetic or artistic subject of conversa- 


During thé World War when men were 
drafted and examined, it was amazing to 
find the huge number of men who were 
suffering from the multiple troubles to 
which the feet are subject—fallen arches, 
flat feet, painful corns and bunions, gouty 
feet, arthritic feet, painful heel, contracted 
arch, weak arches, and a number of other 
deformities—one or more causing military 
rejection. . 

What ig the cause of all these troubles? 
Has diet any connection with the fallen 
arch, the flat foot, or the gouty foot? . 

Suppose we have before us a man who, 
perchance, is forced to lead a sedentary 
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activity and poor muscular activity becomes 
obese, overweight, and logy. The much- 
abused stomach, forced to take care of this 
quantity of food, converts most of it into 
fat, with the result that the increased 
weight, lack of muscular development and 
lowered resistance all tend to weaken the 
muscles and the ligaments of the foot and, 
as a consequence, to weaken the bones. 

Of course, there are other causes. Tight 
shoes, high heels, badly fitted shoes, poor 
posture, poor stride—all tend toward loca) 
foot trouble. 

The high-heeled shoe, causing an abnor. 
mal strain and tension on the wrong part 
of the foot, often will cause trouble. 

The Chinese women in the past would 
bind their feet in cloth in order to make 
them dainty and tiny, often making it im- 
possible to walk. To a jess absurd extent, 
the wearing of high heels is making Us «@ 
nation of “pedal-extremity” sufferers.

Today, the business man writes as he talks, puts into bis 


business letter a person has to learn cer- 
tain set phrases and expressions which are 
erroneously termed “Business English.” As 
a matter of fact, such phrases as “even 
date,” “15th inst.”, “your favor at hand,” 
“contents noted,” “thanking you, we re 
main,” “and oblige,” etc., point to the fact 


that the writer will never be able to write 


an effective business message. 

Isn’t it just as absurd to expect that, be- 
fore a person can write a social letter or a 
love letter, he must first learn certain set 
“social” or “love” expressions? Yet a social 
letter to a friend or a love letter to a sweet- 
heart is a letter which comes from the 
heart, is spontaneous, and carries convic- 
tion and persuasion in a manner that a sales 
letter might envy. If we are going to copy 
set phrases, let us at least copy the warm, 
friendly expressions that we use in our 
social letters.

Giving the Bugs a Taste of Aerial War

HE use of airplanes in combatting in- 
sect pests has recently been introduced 
into the West Coast of Mexico through 

contracts made by a Louisiana insecticide 
manufacturing concern with the Mexico-Ari- 
zona Trading Company, of Nogales, Ariz., 
and the Myers, Darling & Hinton Company 
of Los Angeles and Nogales, firms engaged 
in the growing and shipping of vegetables 
in that section of the neighboring republic. 

The Louisiana company started active air- 
plane dusting operations in 1925, using spe- 
cially constructed planes manufactured by 
a subsidiary organization. During the see- 
son of 1925 the insecticide concern, under 
the management of Harold R. Harris, a Unit- 
ed States army aviator who saw service as 
a bomber in Italy, and who has many avia- 
tion records to his credit, undersook to in- 
augurate in the South an airplane dusting 
service especially for boll weevil control. 
About 50,000 acres of cotton were success- 
fully dusted in Louisiana in 1925 in com- 
batting the boll weevil and the cotton leaf 
worm, or cotton army worm. In addition, 
about 150,000 peach trees were dusted in 
Georgia for the control of the peach curulio, 

Very striking results have been obtained

in experimental work by the Bureau of En- 


_tomology of the United States Department 


of Agriculture in the application by airplane 
of calcium arsenate dust to cotton flelds for 
These 
results indicate that the airplanes give a 
particularly effective application of the poi- 
son, making it possible to secure as good 
control with a smaller amount of the poison 
per acre as compared with applications 
made with ground machinery. This greater 
effectiveness in application ts believed to be 
due to two factors—one the more even 
spread of the dust over the plants, and the 
other the theory that the dust particles 
when discharged from the airplane receive 
a charge of static electricity which causes 
them to adhere to the plants. 


Har- 
ris in December, 1925, visited the Fuerte 
Valley, which is the principal winter tomato 
growing district on the West Coast of Mex- 
ico.

are now being used by expert pilots in mak- 
ing applications of insecticides and fungi- 
cides in accordance with the demands of the 
growers. The daily flying time-amounts to 
only one or two hours as a rule. Winds 
are a limiting factor, but the one or two 
hours of calm or of comparatively calm at- 
mosphere enables the pilots to dust from 
300 to 600 acres of tomatoes per day with 
each plane., It is. estimated that it would 
require from 400 to 2000 men to make appli- 
cations of insecticides and fungicides with 
ground machines to the same acreage which 
can be taken care of easily by means of one 
airplane. Furthermore, it would require 
from $20,000 to $30,000 imvested in spray- 
ing or dusting apparatus to provide protec- 
tion to the 20,000 acres of tomatoes which

When airplanes are used very little 
ground machinery is needed for supplenient- 
ary work in seed beds and small fields. The 
only charge for airplane work is a per acre 
charge for aplications, which are scaled 
down in accordance with the contract as the 
total acreage dusted increases during the 
season. The cost is slightly more than the 
cost of the labor in using ground machin: 
ery, but this is offset by the use of less ma- 
terial per acre, in elimination of practically 
all of the investment in machinery for pest 
control, by the promptness of the service, 
and by the releasing of labor for other work. 


The airplane is flown close to the ground, 
usually from three to six feet above the tops 
of the plants, according to the width of the 
swath through the field which it is desired 
to cover effectively at each trip across. With 
cotton, a swath of about 200 feet can be ef- 
fectively covered with dust, but with large 
tomato plants the air movement close to 
the ground is checked so that a swath only 
about 100 feet wide can be effectively dust- 
ed with one trip across the field. The air,

Southern Californians Eat a Million 
Rabbits Every Twelve Months 


By H. H. 


IGNS of a notable revival of interest in 
rabbit raising in Southern California 
are so apparent that a sober, unexag- 

gerated statement of facts concerning the in- 
dustry will not come amiss at this time, es- 
pecially to those who contemplate an en- 
trance into the ranks of the bunny breed- 
ers. The production of rabbits has grown 
steadily for a number of years and has 
reached very respectable proportions even 
in this land of great industries. The thing 
most responsible for the impending boom 
has probably been the publication of vari- 
ous statements as to the value of rabbit fur 
and the money which may be made from 
raising the fur breeds . 


Some of the old-line rabbit raisers look 
with doubt and apprehension on this sad- 
den rush to join their ranks. They fear 
that their carefully built market for meat 
may be ruined. They have tried to apply the 
brakes but without any great success, for 
the lure of rumored high prices for pelts, 
and good prices for carcasses, is strong with 
great numbers of persons who are eager to 
add a new and remunerative line to their 
list of paying products. 

Rabbit meat is a staple in Europe. On 
the farms of Northern France and Belgium 
the rabbit is almost as universal as the 
chicken, About 100,000,000 rabbits are mar- 
keted in France every year. England pro- 
duces from 30,000,000 to 40,000,000 rabbits 
annually and imports more from the Contt- 
nent, as well as wild meat from Australia 
and New Zealand. It must be remembered 
that the rabbit market has been established 
there for a long time, and that both produc- 
tion and consumption are well defined and 
nicely balanced,

way of all overdone industries. Since hen 
the rabbit business has been emulating the 
violet, quietly keeping up with its market 
and gradually developing a larger distribu- 
tion and sale. Today we find it is a large 
industry, and one apparently adapted 
Southern California. 

It is stated with authority, in fact, that 

about 70 per cent of the rabbit business in 
the United States is in California, and that 
90 per cent of the California rabbits are 
found in the Southland. D. Monroe Green, 
of the United States Biological Survey, dur- 
ing a recent tour of Southern California, de- 
clared that the rabbit industry of the con- 
He promised 
cal breeders to recommend the establish- 
ment, in this section, of a federally-operat- 
ed experimental station to be given over to 
the study of problems associated with rab- 
bit breeding and marketing. 

The rabbit breeders of this region are 
passing through an organization stage right 
now. Several associations are in the proc- 
ess of formation and ultimately some strong 
combination will result wiich will be of 
great ultimate benefit to the entire industry. 

The meat rabbit business in Southern Cal- 
ifornia has grown to large proportions, sur- 
prising to the uninformed. Because rabbits 
are raised in small lots by so many indi- 
viduals, it has been difficult to secure ac 
curate data on the nunibers produced, and 
a good many of the statements regarding 
the size of the rabbit industry have been 
based on guesses. However, by beginning 
at the consumption end of the business, a 
fair idea of its proportions may be obtained. 

Los Angeles furnishes the principal mar- 


ket for rabbit meat. A number of companies 


specialize in the collecting, holding, butch- 
ering, cold storing and distributing of the 
carcasses to the retail trade. These compa- 
nies are subject to the authority of the Los

to the stem end of the tomato and seldom 
penetrates deeply.. Considerable loss,~ how- 
evef, results from the fact that very strict 
culling is required at the .tomato-packing- 
houses in Mexico, with the rule that every 
tomato suspected of worm injury is regard- 
ed as a cull. As a result many tomatoes 
which have a suspicious speck near the stem 
end are thrown out in the packing-houses al- 
though a careful examination with the knife 
shows that the tiny speck in many cases is 
not due to a worm of any kind.

When proper control Measures are ast 
adopted the losses from the 5s 
worms mentioned usually amount to. sal 
tween 10 and 40 per cent of the crop. It is 
evident’ therefore why the growers are in- 
terested’ in up-to-date methods of pest con- 
trol. The large fields and level ground in 
the Fuerte Valley make it especially feas- 
ible to use airplanes.

N a magnificent gesture of concession 

to civic pride, the Mayor’s committee 
studying the Los Angeles railway situa- 
tion has suggested that the three local 
roads be assessed $250,000 for the privi- 
lege of putting thrdugh their so-called 
“carriers’ plan,” the sum realized to be 
used to beautify the railway approach to 
the city It is good to know that some 
of those who are trying to rush the city 
into acceptance; of the railfoad scheme 
are at last beginning to be worried about 
the appearance of the maze of trestles 
with which the carriers would ional up 
the downtown streets. 

The position of Farm and Orchard on 
the question of letting the carriers over- 
ride the decisions of the: California Rail- 
way Commission and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and set up their trestle 
contraptions has already been made plain. 
It would be the height of imbecility for 
this fastest-growing city in the word to 
sell the roads the franchises they crave, 
let alone give them away for the pittance 
the Mayor’s committee suggests. The per- 
petual bottling up of the Los Angeles 


. transportation situation is too obviously 


the real objective of she railway trestle- 
building program, and no amount of 
money should influence us to walk into 
any such trap. If the railways ever do get 
away with it, Southern, California agricul- 
ture will surely suffer, for no other com- 
peting roads will be able to get into the 
city and hence will not care to extend 
lines to this section. 

But far be it from Farm and Orchard to 
frown upon any plan even remotely bear-

Tt cannot but approve of any 
for making something. lovely out 
of something ugly, however fanfetched it 
may appear on frst inspection.” will 
have to be admittéd, too, that this idea of 
beautifying & rallway approach having for 
its main feature some four miles of weav- 
ing, criss-crossing trestle work would 
seem to present something of a problem, 
especially with the pin money the Mayor's 
committee would exact from the railroads. 


If those trestles are finally set up, let 
it not be said that Farm and Orchard took 
no interest in the beautification of the 
city’s railway approach. Its interest is 
such, in fact, that it is going to offer a 
few suggestions here and now—well ahead 
of the pack that will be telling the city 
authorities what to do with that $260,000 
—when they get it. 

One thing would obviously improve the 
looks of any elevated railway post and 
that would be a clinging vine wrapped 
around its bare riveted iron sections. It's 
a wonder New York never thought of that. 


A vine could be rooted in a hole gouged 
out of the cement base of each post and 
in Southern California, of course; we 
could have perennials instead of the tran- 
sitory morning glory. Thousands of these 
vines glimpsed by railway passengers as 
their trains shot around the roller coaster 
curves of the system would leave an un- 
forgettable. impression in visitors’ minds. 
But the possibilities of the thing would 
not end there. A continuous flower box 
could be laid along the outer edge of the 
cross-ties and here again our wonderful 
climate would make possible a remarkable

effect. Different flowers could be planted — 


every fifty feet or so for the whole four 
miles and some’ real idea of the possibil- 
ities of floriculture in this section could 
literally be forced upon the tourist. Best 
of all, perhaps, the beautifiers could swing 
hanging baskets at innumerable points of 
vantage in the trestle work. We don’t 
want any pathetic stories going out of

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


AKERSFIELD.—Reports show that « 
total of 35,500 bales of cotton have 
been ginned in Kern county from the 

1925 crop and most of the gins will shut 
down by the first of March. Estimates in- 
dicated that approximately 1500 bales of 
late pickings remained to be hafvested a 


week ago. 


HALF MILLION FOR NUTS : 
SANTA BARBARA.—A total of 1649 tons 
of walnuts were shipped last year by the 
Goleta and Carpinteria packing-houses, ac- 
cording to reports to the Santa Barbara 
County Walnut Growers’ Association. The 
Goleta house handled 1438 ton8, while the 
Carpinteria house handled 211 tons. The 
total value of these nuts amounted to $558,- 
420.90. Handling expenses amounted to 
$58.13 per ton in Goleta and $64.57 per ton 
in Carpinteria, the reports show. 


GROWERS GO TO SCHOOL 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—The fifth annual 
school of the Arizona Citrus Growers was re- 
cently held in the Madison district, near 
Phoenix. Among the lecturers, in addition 
to Arizona university and local horticultur- 
al experts, were A. L. Chandler, fertilizer 
expert of the Mutual Orange Distributors of 
Los Angeles, C. P. Early of the same organ- 
ization and Allen Break, Redlands. Proper 
irrigation and pruning methods were dis- 
cussed and special consideration was given 
the character and use of fertilizers. Mr. 
Early told of experiences in bringing back 
to profitable bearing an orange grove that 
had become almost valueless. Dr. O. C. Bart- 
lett, State entomologist, spoke on the rela- 
tive immunity of Arizona groves from in- 
sect pests and advised strict compliance 
with established quarantine regulations. 


LAKE IS RAISING 


PINE KNOT.—Recent, snows have as- 
sured an ample supply off water for both Big 
Bear and Baldwin lakes, Big Bear Valley, 
according to old residents of the section. 
The water has been so low in Big Bear Lake 
the past season that the old dam has been 
visible at all times. The water line is slow- 
ly creeping up on the new dam and it is 
thought the abutment of stone marking the 
old dam, will soon disappear beneath the 
water. The snowfall was noted with inter- 
est by farmers of both Redlands and San 
Bernardino valleys, who depend upon the 
impounding of the water for their citrus 
crops. 


NAVELS PAY WELL 


VISALIA.—With the conclusion of the 
navel season for San Joaqvin Valley, infor- 
mation gathered from growers, packing- 
house men, shippers and railroad officials 
shows that Tulare county produced 96 per 
cent of the navel oranges for San Joaquin 
Valley. Kern and Fresno counties made the 
remaining shipments. The present figures 
indicate that the county has experienced one 
of the best navel orange seasons on record. 
The gross income is given at $8,586,400. Of 
this sum, $6,186,500 went to growers. Tu- 
lare county oranges were of exceptionally 
fine quality this season, ranking in many 
cases straight runs in fancy and extra fancy. 


WILL KEEP FEED RECORDS 


TULARE.—An interesting experiment in 
the feeding of dairy cows is being con- 
ducted by Assistant Farm Adviser M. A. 
Lindsay. He will have one or more dairy- 
men divide th herds, feeding half of 
‘the animals gf and the other half al- 
falfa hay and silage for a given period, 
..while a careful record will be kept for 
“comparison. Mr. Lindsay believes defi- 
nite statistical information on this subject 
will be of material benefit to the dairymen. 


WILL BRY “SWEETS” 

LINDSAY.—N. J® Skinner is preparing 400 
acres on his ranch in the El Mirador dis- 
‘trict for cotton and sweet potato planting 
this spring. Last season the entire 400 
acres was planted to cotton, yielding a large 
harvest. Already 100 acres of the Skinner 
place are planted to grain. Of the 400 acres 
now being prepared, 50 acres will be devot- 
ed to sweet potatoes. The Merced, Nancy 
Hall and Porto Rico varieties will be used. 


BACK YARD PROLIFIC 

HANFORD.—The production which can 
come from a city lot is in evidence all the 
year around at the grocery of Boice Broth- 
ers in this city. For the past thirty years 
they have annuafly grown in their “back 
yard” tomato, pepper, cabbage, cauliflower 
and other vegetable plants, which they have 
sold at a good profit. John P. Boice is the 
principal gardener of the firm and says he 
has a lot of pleasure as well as profit from 
his city “ranch.”

Potatoes 
have been cultivated at Shafter by the 
company for some time.

About Atascadero 


ATASCADERO.—Several new . industries 
have appeared here. A number of people 
have gone into the sheep business. The 

Page season is nearly over and many 
ewes, it is reported, have dropped twins. 
The drain on the mothers is so great that 
the odd lambs are being reared by hand, and 
it is not uncommon to see a lambkin frisk- 
ing in the front yard instead of a dog. 

The turkey industry has been tried out 
with gratifying results. The Coast Paultry 
Association has opened an office here. A 
new disease called “infectious bronchitis” 
has appeared in some flocks of chickens, at- 
tacking the pullets principally. Isolation to 
prevent its spread appears to be the best 
preventive. 

Orchard development appears to have 
taken on a new impetus. As the quality of 
fruit grown here is good and shipping facil- 
ities are excellent, there seems to be no 
g00d reason why Atascadero may not be- 
come an important fruit-growing district as 
was planned originally. Other excellent 


Trees to Be Planted in = 


Devil Canyon 


SAN BERNARDINO.—The forestry of- 
ficials and civic organizations of this dis- 
trict are furthering a plan for establishing 
a plantation of trees in Devil Canyon, It 
embraces the ultimate founding of an experi- 
ment station with extensive nurseries from 
which young forest trees can be transplant- 
ed to burned-over areas or barren districts 
in the San Bernardino National Forest, for 
the protection of the watersheds. There 
is plenty of water, the altitude is satisfacto- 
oz and there is almost unlimited land avail- 
able. 

The city of San Bernardino has offered the 
land for the purpose and the county board 
of forestry will start planting this fall. The 
hope is that the Federal government will 
take the land over and develop it along re- 
forestation lines, and ultimately supply from 
it trees and shrubs to all the National For- 
ests in Southern California. The project is 
favored by the county farm bureau, 


Asparagus Roots Good 
for Stiff Soils 


—L. O. Bannister has 
a fully improved 80-acre tract in this vicin- 
ity. He is devoting twenty a -2s to water- 
melons, sixteen to peas, seven to aspara- 
gus and the rest to alfalfa, which is leased 
for pasturage. In December the old aspara- 
gus stalks were cut and the ground disced 
thoroughly. Mr. Bannister regards the 
plant as of particular value in heavy soils 
as the roots penetrate and loosen up the 
soil texture. He admits that there is not as 
much humus from asparagus as from some 
other plants, but believes its action on the 
soil is of sufficient value to justify its use. 
He irrigates the asparagus during the lat- 
ter part of January, and about February 1 
the shoots are ready to cut for market, this 
date marking the commencement of the pro- 
duction season.

son's plantings by 600 to 700 acres. 

Special attention is called to the success 
Sua Riverside Sweet Spanish onions which 
are grown by ranchers in various parts of 
‘the county. At the R. H. Middf®ton ranch 
near Lakeview there are 180 acres planted 
to this variety.. Mr. Middleton expects to 
harvest at least 50,000 sacks in September 
and October. For the past eight years he 
has grown onions successfully averaging 
between 17 and 18 tons per acre. 

Not only are onions grown for the market, 
but much pure seed is obtained. The Riv- 
erside county onion is in great demand 
in California and other States, and if in- 
creased production could insure continued 
yield this. would constitute another valua- 
ble industry for the county. At eager the’ 
seed brings high prices. : 


FROM GOLF TO GARDENING

dener should plant only those which are the 
most popular in his household, and those 
which are the cheapest to grow, but which 
for some reason or other, always seem to 
come high on the vegetable stands. Vege- 
‘tables which are in most demand on the 
family table are really the most expensive 
in the long run because of the very volume 
in which they are purchesed. So “we” de- 
cided to plant out regular specialties, sweet 
corn, string beans, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
peppers, eggplant and summer squash, in ad- 
dition to most of the root and leaf crops, 
which were to be grown on the double rows. 
We also have a celery bed in the backyard, 
which has been producing well. As neither 
~ us care for Irish potatoes, they will not 
be given space. 

Next to the double rows, I laid off eight 
rows for corn (we are especially fond of it,) 
which took up twenty feet of the width of 
the garden when the rows were properly 
spaced at thirty inches apart. This is close, 
but will do in the smaller plantings. The 
soil was turned over again with. the hand 
plow, and but four rows, half the width of 
the lot, were planted first. The other three 
plots will be planted about two weeks apart 
to insure a steady supply of “roastin’ ears” 
for the table. Corn must be planted in 
blocks of at least four rows, so that it will 
pollinate properly. . 

The next space was given over to string 
beans, two rows of them, taking five feet of 
space from the remaining thirty feet of the 
garden. As is apparent, I planned to give 
each crop a place across the entire width of 
the garden, broken only by the path, be- 
cause this will simplify the irrigation prac- 
tice which I must use later. Coming back 
to the string beans, I planted only one-half 
of one row, reserving the remaining space 
allotted them for later plantings, 

Then came the peppers and eggplant, 
breaking up the,taller crops. One row, on 
ly was given over to these crops (not yet 
planted,) with about three-quarters of it 
for peppers and the remainder for eggplant. 
Another row reserved for cucumbers and 
three for tomatoes, with ample space be- 
tween for a row of summer squash. Both 
the cucumbers and tomatoes will be trellised 
or rather staked, as I believe firmly in get- 
ting these crops off of the ground in the 
small garden. Two plantings will be made 
of each of these crops, early and late varie- 
ties being used. 


AS TO FERTILIZER 

For all of the major crops mentioned 
‘above, the soil was levelled down carefully, 
stones and refuse being removed. Then 
came. the plowing with the wheel hoe before 
the marking off for planting. No fertilizer 
was used, as barnyard manure was not 
available, and, besides, I like to feed plants 
with mineral fertilizers, such as ammonium 
sulphate, when they are once established. 
Our soil is such that it will be needed. How- 
ever, it is well that the unexperienced gard- 
ener handle such fertilizers with care, as they 
can do more damage than good if applied 
too heavily or at the wrong time. On a small 
‘plot, a dressing of sheep manure or any oth- 
er animal manure should be turned under 
when the soil is first plowed. This is safe, 
and in Many ways the most efficient prac- 
tice of fertilization. 

In another article; to appear soon, I expect 
to take up the planting of all vegetables 
mentioned here, or, at least, to tell about 
my method of planting them, and the varfe- 
‘ties I favor. If the garden has not as yet 
been prepared, it is high time that it be 
plowed or spaded, for the first planting sea- 
son of the year is at hand: The plan which 
I have. used is not a highly ornamental one, 
but it fits the tools, irrigation facilities and 
time for gardening that I have at my dis- 


posal. Everyone has his own ideas, and can 
adapt the methods of soil preparation given 
oldir:

nary milk delivery system. This, combined 
with the increasing amount of work to be 
done on the home place, the milking, bot- 
tling, and care of the milk, the care of the 
goats, and a colony of fur bearing rabbits 
that had begun to thrive most wonderfully, 
all claimed the former newspaper woman's 
attention. What time she had left she de- 
voted to house work and the writing of a col- 
umn for a farm publication that insisted on. 
keeping her on the writing job she had once 
given up. 

Labor-saving devices of every sort were 
employed and every effort was made to se- 
cure reliable assistants, but, just a little 
more than a year ago, Mrs. Matthews faced 
the fact that, for her, the parting of the 
ways had come—the breeding and care of 
goats was at anend. Immediately a protest 
arose from the milk customers. The upshot 
was that Mrs. Matthews agreed to continue 
the daily delivery of milk, provided she 
could secure the required quota from a goat 
dairy that put out a high quality product. 

Such a place was found, and with her 
work lessened, she was able to give more at- 
tention to her rabbits and to build up that 
end of the small farm business while at the 
same time “getting out,” as she wanted to 
by continuing to deliver milk.

The packing-house managers have held 
a meeting and appointed a committee con- 
sisitng of N. Leo Lelean, Frank Moore and 
Jack Hagar, to york out adequate plans to 
check the thefts and punish the thieves. No- 
tices are to be posted along all main high- 
ways, warning fruit thieves, whether “whole- 
salers” or tourists who stop and “just take 
a few oranges,” that they will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law.

Many Feeder Cattle in 
‘The Li. vestock ulletin caitic wore Imperial Valley 


BRAWLEY.—There are more feeder cat- 
tle in Imperial Valley uow than there have 
been at any time since 1913. They are most- 
ly grade Herefords and are doing well on al- 
failfa and grain pasturage. Some are run- 
ning on cotton stalks, which provide them 
with a change and a feed which has consid- 
erable fattening value. 


A number of sheep men from Montana and 
elsewhere have been in the valley recently, 
trying to contract pasturage for large bands 
of sheep. They also offer to finance the 
smaller farmers with flocks of suitable size 
for the amouzit of seed available. They will 
either bring in bred ewes and lamb them 
out here and market both ewes and lambs, 
or bring in lambs and fatten them out. 
Some early batches of milk lambs have 
been sent to market already. — 

_ There seems to be a revival in the hog 
industry here. Repfesentatives of the 
Chester White Association are in the valley, 
contracting for the location of bred gilts 
of that breed in any number. desired to 
smaller ranchers. Many dairymen who have 
skim milk are beginning to raise a few pigs. 

Dairymen in the Los Angeles section are 
beginning to take an interest in’the feeding 
properties of Imperial Valley alfalfa fields, 
and send their young heifers here at four or 
five months of age to be raised until fresh- 
ening time. The dairy herds here are mak- 
ing good records and are increasing in size 
right along. 

It is evident that a very large acreage will 
be sown to barley and alfalfa this year, es- 
pecially in the northern and northwestern 
parts of that valley. There will be consid- 
erable pasturage avaflable for stockmen who 
wish to lease. 


Hogs, Sheep and Cattle 
in Auction Sales 


HANFORD.—The Farm Bureau Marketing 
Association has been conducting hog sales 
in San Joaquin Valley for the past eight 
years, and such success has attended the 
auctions that two months ago hutcher 
beeves and calves were added to the sales 
in Kings county. Cows and calves were sold 
in January and February. At the first sale 
only: nine cows were offered, but at tlfe sec- 
ond there were two carloads. Both cows 
and calves will be sold at auction each 
month hereafter at Hanford and Corcoran. 

The association has now added sheep and 
lambs to the sales list. Sheep are’found in 
considerable numbers in Kings ~ county. 
They were first sold by the association at 
a sale held here Feb. 25. 

The association operates principally for 
-the benefit of the small farmer who has 
not the time to hunt a market for a few 
head of stock, and also provides an outlet 
for the dairyman to get rid of his “board- 
ers” and replace them with better milk 
cows. 


BUTTERFAT FLUCTUATES 


TULARE.—Although production stood at . 
practically the same level, a drop averag- — 
ing 6 cents per pound for butter fat lowered 
the January payroll of creameries in this 
district to about $40,000 less than that of 
December. January's payroll was $296,- 
404.24. Green feed is coming on and a slight 
increase in production is reported, with 
good prospects for the spring season. Prices 
have advanced several cents. January 
prices ranged ‘round 49 to 50 cents for 
churning cream, 52 to 53 cents for sweet 
cream and 54 to 56% cents for whole milk. 
December churning cream brought 56% 
to 57 cents, sweet cream 67 to 68 and whole 
milk 66 to 66%. 


With more than 1300 members added dur- 
ing 1925, the Holstein Friesian Association 
of America is reported to have a member- 
ship of more than 26,000. At a recent meet- 
ing of its board of directors an appropria- 
tion of $86,200 was set aside for Holstein 
extension work, and $25,000 was voted to 
be awarded in prizes at 1926 shows.

Spraying Effective in 
Citrus G Groves 


UPLAND,—Approximately 1603 acres of 
citrus groves were fumigated, and 0377 w were 
sprayed by the Co-operative Fumigation 
and Supply Company during the past sea- 
son in this district, according to the report 
of Manager F. M. Scott of that organization 
at the recent annual meeting held in Upland. 


Mr. Scott said that fumigation has not 
shown quite as good a “kill” as in former 
seasons. Some of the fumigated groves are 
commercially clean, but nearly 25.per cent 
of them had to be sprayed later to obtain 
satisfactory results, he-said. The sprayed 
trees are much better as to “scale kill” and 
only 3 per cent of the sprayed groves re- 

uired a second treatment. He pointed out 

t spraying cleans the trees of most of’ the 
fungus, and keeps the red spider out. The 
best time for spraying lemons with oil and 
lime-sulphur, he said, is in August and Sep- 
tember, while oranges should not be sprayed 
with this -combination before October 1, 
since if the weather should turn hot within a 
few days after spraying, the fruit might be 
burned.

Alfalfa Test Plots to 
Be Established 


* SAN BERNARDINO.—Many alfalfa test 
plots are being established in the county by 
Farm Adviser H. J. Wilder, and experimen- 
tal work therein will be continued over a 
series of years. Plots are to be started in 
the Chino, San Bernardino-Del Rosa and 
Hinckley districts for the purpose of find- 
ing out what is needed to bring back de- 
clining yields in many plantings. 

Mr. Wilder says that the first plantings 
of alfalfa at Chino lasted ten years; the sec- 
ond died out in six years and now patches 
are becoming weedy and thin in three years. 
Two types of demonstration plots are to be 
established. The first will be the fertilizer 
plots where stands are fair and weeds have 
not appeared but growth is light. Where 
fields are weedy, a rotation is being worked 
out, including cultivated crops such as corn, 
potatoes and sorghum. The theory is that 
alfalfa following a cultivated crop will not 
Tun out so quickly. In the fertilizer plots 
acid phosphate alone, @ulphur alone and 
combinations of the two agents will be tried. 


Insect Pest Losses 

The State Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that fruit, field and vegetable crops of 
California ststained losses of more than 
$28,000,000 in 1924 from insect pests. This 
figure is based on averages established in 
1922, and amounts to 6.7 per cent of the 
total value of the crops. To the orange crop 
alone the damage is estimated at clore to 
$4,000,000 and the cost of control measures 


at $4,500,000, in producing a crop worth $40,- 


000,000. One of the difficulties which must 


= be met in fighting insects is that they ap- 


pear to become more and more immune to 
fumigation and sprays in the course v&time.

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Huge Storage Plant Is. 
Open to o Shippers 


step toward establishing t.ce Aa- 
as the food center of the 
thwest was completed with the formal 
opening of the Federal Cold Storage Com- 
ny plaht in the Central Manufacturing 
trict, January 31. This is the largest 
cold-stofage plant west of Kansas City ac- 
cording to the company officials. The new 
establishment is affiliated with the Federal 
Refrigerating Company and the Standard 
Ice Company, which have been in operation 
on the site for several years, supplying the 
ice needs of the Vernon meat packers, the 
fruit and vegetable shippers, and the homes 
of the Southeastern portion of the city. 


The completion of the new, plant, which 
was financed entirely by local capital, has 
caused a great deal of interest on the part 
of the local produce trade, as it is a worthy 
acquisition to Los Angeles in that it is one 
of the most modern houses in the United 
States in equipment. Plans of importance 
to growers as well as distributors include 
the reaching out into all important growing 
districts of the West for perishable .com- 

‘modities. The company plans at a future 
time to establish “feeder” houses in some 
of the larger growing districts. In every 
way, the company officials are endeavoring 
to “tie up” with the move to make “Store 
in Los Angeles” more than a slogan of the 
* produce interests. 


Already a large amoynt of fruits and veg- 

‘ etables has been received at the plant, 

| ‘ which is also equipped to take care of the 
storage requirements of the twenty-five 

_ meat packers in the Vernon district. The 

ultimate plan is to establish the project as 
an assembling and distributing center ad 
all perishable food stuffs. 

The big icing dock at the project hen 
been In operation two or three years, and 
has taken care of all refrigerator cars rout- 

: ed over the Union Pacific out of Los Ange- 
les originating south and west of the city. 
The dock has a capacity of thirty cars, and 
ice for the bunkers is conveyed to it by im- 
proved electric conveyors. In fact, the 
whole project is remarkably well co-ordinat- 
ed, and the latest electrical labor-saving 
machinery is used throughout the ice mak- 
ing plant as well as the cold storage house. 

The capacity of the ice plant is 400 tons 
each twenty-four hours, and the storage 
house will take care of 18,000 tons of ice. 

‘ This will be kept full for the peak load in 
the summer, during June, July and August 
; The latest type electrically-driven animonia 
compressors were installed because they are 
considered by engineers to be cleaner, more 
economical, and easier to operate than 
those using steam as motive power. In the 
storage “plant, all cranes and conveyors are 
electrically driven, reducing labor to a min- 
imum. Of particular interest to produce 
men, however, is the eold storage plant, 
which has a capacity of 3,200,000 cubic feet, 
net. The combined storage capacity of oth- 
er Los Angeles plants is estimated at 5,500,- 
000 cific feet. The nranagemenf is also en- 
deavcBing to draw dairy products from the 
rich producing districts of Idaho, Utah and 
Nevada, as well as the San Joaquin Valley, 
to Los Angeles. Heretofore, they point out, 
there has been facilities only for the needs 
of the immediate vicinity, and it is declared 
these are over-taxed during the peak stor- 
age periods. 

The new storage house has track connec- 
tions through the Los Angeles Junction Rail- 
way systems, hence there are no switching 

charges. The trackage facilities are such 
that twenty refrigeration cars can be loaded 
or unloaded at the same time, and there is 
also ample space for the handling of deliv- 
ery trucks, making it a good location for 
shiping purposes as well as for storage in 
transit. 

The highlights regarding the construction 
of the new plant are interesting in that they 
show the details that are required in build- 
ing to safeguard foodstuffs in storage. The 
building itself is 200 feet square, seven stor- 
fes high, and, in terms of the trade, its ca- 

- pacity is 1500 or 1600 carloads. It is of 
double-wall reinforced concrete construc- 
tion, poured without interruption from the 
bottom to the top, each: wall forming one 
solid stone, making it practically immune 
against the ravages of nature and time. The 
exterior of the double walls is 12 inches 
thick, with four-foot pilasters every twenty 
feet. The interior wall is sixteen inches 
thick. The space between the walls is 
twelve inches wide. Each eight feet six 
inches horizontally and each three feet ver- 
tically, the walls are tied together with one- 
inch steel bars. It required 500,000 pounds 
of granulated cork as an insulator to fill 
this space, making the great plant literally 
a thermos bottle, the outside wall combina- 
tion forming a thickness of forty inches and 
in some places even fifty-four inches, 
Looking over the engineer’s records one 
sees that the building required 30,000 bar- 
rels of cement. Over 500,000 pounds of 
granulated cork were used for insulating 
the outside walls, while 2,157,000 board feet 
of six-inch cork were used to insulate inside 
walls and floors. There were forty-two 
miles of twoinch expansion pipe. One 
thousand tons( of steel and only $500 worth 
of wood was in the entire structure.

How to Skin a Rabbit 
and Tan His Hide . 


SIERRA MADRE.—“The way we used to 
skin wild rabbits when we were boys is not 
the proper way when the pelts are of value,” 
according to A. C. Freeman, a local breeder 
of rabbits. 

“Drive two large nails about four inches 
apart and about face high into a strong sup- 
port near where you wish to do your kill- 
ing,” he says. Grasp the rabbit by the back 
skin, give it a quick, sharp blowonthe back 
of the head with a hammer. Slit one of the 
hocks with a sharp knife and hang it on one 
of the nails, belly toward you. Take the ears 
in the left hand (unless you are left-handed) 
and cut off the head near the base of the 
brain, letting it hang for a few moments to 
drain the blood from the body. ‘Then slit 
the other hock and hang it on the other nail. 
Slit the skin down the inside of the hind 
legs till the slits meet. By inserting the 
thumb under the skin it can be loosened 
from the legs. Grasp the skin by back and 
front and draw it down, turning it wrong 
side out. Have a wire stretcher ready and 
stretch the skin on it, fastening it with a 
couple of clothespins. Hang it in a cool, dry 
place and it will be dry enough to pack 
away in a week if you-are not going to tan 
it at once. 

“To a gallon of clean water in a wooden 
or earthen vessel, add one quart of table 
salt and stir till it is dissolved! Add one 
ounce of sulphuric acid and stir well. If the 
skins are dry they should be soaked in wa- 
ter for a few hours to soften them. Green 
hides may go direct into this bath, and be 
left there for a week, but stir them occasion- 
ally. Then they should be removed, rinsed 
in a bath of borax water to neutralize the 
acid, wrung as much as possible with the 
hands and hung up to dry. When nearly 
dry, work them through the Saads as a 
woman does in washing fabrics. Pull the 
hide in.every direction and rub it over a 
timber with the skin side next 

ood, as a bootblack shines shoes. She 
pe you work it, the better the job. If 
the skin seems stiff, it may be dampened 
and worked over again urtil it is soi and 
pliable. 

“l4 the hair side seems dirty it may be 
given a quick gasoline pata and dried by 
rubbing oatmeal into the fur.”

Japa- 
nese mint is cultivated for medicinal purpos- 
es while American varteties- are devoted 
largely to the making of flavoring extracts 
and the like. The former is cultivated here 
like alfalfa and is said to produce several 
crops in a season.

Imperial Growers Make- 
Profits on Peas 


CALIPATRIA.—The picking of the winter 
green-pea crop in this district commenced 
the last week in January. Wilkinson Broth- 
ers, in conjunction with the San Diego Fruit 
and Produce Company, have about 300 acres 
in peas, and Fiett and Fleming have 100 
acres. The total acreage amounts to 1000 
acres in this end of Imperial Valley. Large 
quantities of peas have been going by ex- 
press to Los Angeles and some other coast 
markets. As high as 22 cents a poynd was 
received for the earliest shipments. Most 
of the peas of this district are grown in the 
warm bolt near the highline canal, and 
while there have been heavy frosts in the 
valley they did little damage to the peas. 

The San Diego Fruit and Produce Com- 
pany has ranches in various parts of this 
State, and in Idaho, and Mexico as well. In 
Sinaloa, Mexico, a ranch of 1500 acres was 
purchased by the company two years ago. A 
canal 14 miles long was constructed and the 
land was cleared and leveled. This ranch 
is devoted to the growing of winter vege- 
tables. Green peas have come from this 
Mexican holding since December.

The fashion show, done in colors, 
which is the spectacular climax, is 
of cuch compelling beauty that it 
will be an attraction for all be- 
holders, quite apart from the very 
entertaining interest of the film 
itself. 

Colleen had great success about 
a year ago with “Sally,” a some- 
what similar musical comedy 
theme. Since then she has made 
no pictures of such high popular 
appeal, but “Irene” may safely be 
reckoned in that clacs.

The general plot is somewhat 
similar. It is the story of a Cin- 
derelia, of course, as those who 
have seen the musical version 
know. Where Sally became a stage 
dancer, Irene becomes a festive 
sartorial queen. Hence the reason 
for the fashion show. 

The entire story is brightly and 
very spontaneously told. It is full 
of the gags that will bring wave 
after wave of laughter from the 
audience. Colleen’s quest for em- 
ployment, the way in which she 
demonstrates the strength of 
springs in a bed placed in a show- 
window by jumping up and down 
on them, and finally landing on the 
chandelier; the scene where she 
ckates home with another girl after 
the chap in whose motor she has 
been riding tells her to get out and 
walk; that masterful bit of delinea- 
tion where she imitates the effect 
that a mouse had produced on a 
group of clothes models are all high 
lights in a production and a per- 
formance that is replete with mer- 
riment. 

Charlie Murray and Kate Price 
have been made well-nigh as funny 
as it is possible for two human 
beings to be in those episodes 
where their quarrelings and bicker- 
ings have been depicted, with the 
bottle of bootleg as the inevitable 
cause of war. 

What a spoken title that is, too, 
when Murray goes in quest of the 
Irish brethren that.he had once 
known when he lived on East Side 
New York, and asks one of the re- 
cently arrived Hebrew brethren: 

“What's become of all the Irish?” 

To which that individual re- 
plies: 

“Yes, you should ask, vot’s be- 
come of the Irish? Vot’s become 
of the Indians?” 

These titles by George Marion, 
Jr., are enough to make a picture 
in themselves. They are among 
the very funniest that have ever 
been written for the screen. And 
don’t forget to note that one about 
the “Paw-knee Indians” either, 
which is a fresh-off-the-typewriter 
name for the “neckers” and the 
“sheiks.” 

The pastel possibilities of color 
photography have never perhaps 
been brought out with such ex- 
quisite taste as that which charac- 
terizes the fashion sequences of 
this picture. It is probably the first 
fashion show that has really looked 
like a fashion show, although, of 


course, the garments that are dis- . 


played are appropriately idealized. 

The setting of this scene elevates 
it tothe class of a veritable pic- 
torial revue rather than simply a 
display of raiment. Spring, sum- 
mer, fall and winter are re-created 
in a variety of moods, and the 
types that have been chosen to ex- 
hibit the fineries of each season are 
unusually lovely. 

Lioyd Hughes, the scion of a dis- 
tinguished and wealthy family, does
